The Central Asian Question 

It iis-not many weeks since rumors of 
■war with Eufesia were rife. .This time it 
■was not a sick Turkey the liion and the 
Bear were growling over; but] it was the 
Amoer of Afghanistan;— not that we 
oa^ed j)^rticularly about that august per- 
sonage. AYo wore ouly solicitous for the 
i„Bafety of our magnificont luiliau Empire; 
aud tlie dispute with Russia involveLl the 
"North-East boundary of thnt Empire. 
..Having long miatrnstod llusaian designs 
. ill that direction it wiis not strange that 
;'■ tho English mind should Imvo taken the 
..1 alarm with greater precipitancy than is 
; , . w» QPmmon. It is already kuowu that the 

■ ' '^f^pju^ Jias heen settled by the pen, and 
: • ■ ' 'that B resort to the sword will, therefore, 

be unnecessary. It will be seen from the 
-li i tobioine^totraot irom the limesi that 
Bnssia £as, in this instance, made a most 
I .graoefol concession to us and has fairly 

■ ' ' earned the right to bo regarded as tho 

•••Iriendof Great Britain and of peace. 
• That this verysatisfactorT conclusion is 
^' in some measure attributable to tho bold 
.J ; and manly attitude assumed from the 
lirst by Lord Granville in his negotia- 
tions with Princo GortschakofI docs not 
'? seem oi)cn to question. It is deserving 
of remark, iu this connection, that, in tho 
course of debate on this question, Mr. 
Disraeli said he knew from evidence in 
' Iu& own possession that if, on another 
^ occasion, Russia had been met by a frank 

■ . •ii> and unhesitating statement of the course 

' Great Britain intended to pursue and did 
- pursue, the Pruth would never have been 
•■'crossed and the Crimea would never have 
, been invaded. Tho following is tho ox- 
tract from the Times already adverted 

' ' "We publish this evening the Corres- 
•' pondonuo on tho afl'airs of Central Asia 
respecting which so much interest has re- 
cently been awakened. It must be emi- 
|:vei\tly, satisfaotoryto the connUry that it 

. . olbses with a complete concession on tho 
part of the Kussian Government of the im- 
, mediate point iu dispute, and that this con- 
cession is made in terms which materially 
.^1^ enhance its value. Tho only divergence 
between the views of tho two Govern- 

'"""'ments '■which it was tho object of tho cor- 
respondence to remove related to the 
Tfrontiers of Afglianistan. It was agreed 
f between them that those frontiers stretch- 
ed up to tho OxuH on tho North from a 
jjost named Klioja Saleh on the West to 

• ■■' the junction of tlio Kotchka River with 
the Oius on East. But beyond, on tlie 
North-East, tho two principalities of Bad- 
aHlum and Wakham separatos AfKliaiiis- 
tan ])ropcr from Bokhar, Kokaiul and 
Kashgar. Tho British Government pro- 
posed that these territories should bo 

a recognized as "fully belonging to tho 
AlUeer of Afohanistaji." The Bussian 
Government, on tho contrary, maintained 
that, though the Amef.k oxorted over 
them considerable control, based on his 
position as a neighbor and tho superiority 
of his forces, there was nothing to ])rove 
that ho jjoesussed a "real and uncontested 
sovereign power over them." Lord Gran- 
ville replied that the exercise of this pow- 
er was only in abeyance, and that the 
AMiii;ii had simiily consented "oxperi- 
nieiitally" to allow these dopcndencios a 
certain local freedom. Upon this I'rince 
Gortohakoff gracefully declined all fur- 
ther ajgnment on the subject. "Consid- 
ering," he says, "tho difliculty txijori- 
enoed in establishing tho facts in all their 
details in those distant ])arts, considering 
tho greater faeilitios which the Briti.ih 
Government possesses for collecting ])re- 
oise data, and, above all, oonsideriug our 
, wi.sh not to give to this (juestioii of diitail 
""greater importance than is duo to it, we 
do not refuse to accept tho lino of bound- 
ary laid down by England." It must bo 
owned there could not be a more courte- 
ous conces.sion. The Russian Govern- 
ment ha<l taken groat trouble to obtain 
iudopodent information respecting tiie 
^quudaries iu question, and their oouclu- 
sions differed from our own. But they 
give us credit for acting iu a perfectly 
friendly spirit, and for entertaining uo 
secondary designs; they think it p(;sbi'.)le 
our c()nn(!ctiuu with Afghanistan may af- 
ford us Ijottor ni':'ans of information than 
thoy possess, and they at ouco accept our 
proposal. Such prompt and full conces- 
sion fully boars out Count Schouvaloff's 
assurance that the l-^mperor was of opin- 
ion the question in (lisj)utr "should not 
bo a cause of dilTcrence bi:l\Yeen tiie two 
countries, and that thn llniperor was de- 
termined it should not be so. ' It well de- 
serves to be accepted as "a fresh proof of 
the value which our august Master at- 
taches to the maintenance and consolida- 
tion of the most friendly relations with 
tlie ( rovornment of (fer .Miijcsty Cj>uoon 
Victoria." So far, thou, as this oorres- 
pumlenco shows, the only (piestion at 
isHtui between the Government of I'hig- 
laud and Russia seems now to have been 
decided. The Bussian Government has 
yielded all wo asked, and no difference re- 
mains."

murder, and sentenced to ten -years, re-^ 
speotively, and Smith, sentenced to seven 
years for arson, never go out — do not work 
at all. Thus we find that the principles 

usually regulating such mattei-H ore 
exactly reversed. What do those who 
go out work at? They weed tho Govern- 
or's garden and shake hi.i carpeta, and 
such like. No really needful, reproduc- 
tive wark calculated to bonolit tho public 
is done. Wore those seuteucod to hard 
labor properly to fulfil that part of their 
sentouco, and were their labor economi- 
cally and wisely directed, the country 
would bo recouped in tho expense of main- 
taining those condemned to involuntary 
labor for tho good of their country. But, 
as it is, the greater port of them and 
tho worst part of them don't work at all; 
and the few who do work do not work to 
public advantage. Tho whole system 
of convict labor in this Province sadljr 
needs reforming, Tho labor of thoso 
forty-four convicts, if properly directed 
towards either city or suburban works of 
public utility, would accomplish import- 
ant results. There is another ground of 
objection to tho condition of things ad- 
verted to. Iu the worst oases, the sentence 
of the law is not can-ied out. Sentence to 
hard labor simply means that the criminal 
is to lounge out the term of his confine- 
ment in his cell, fed, clothed, and attended 
at tho expense of honest and indus- 
trious people; and the darker his crime 
the more certain is he to escape the most 
keenly felt part of the penalty. Such 
treatment of the worst class of criminals is 
neither just to honest men nor salutary 
to the rogues and murderers tliomsclves. 
Moreover, it is inconsistent with the re- 
cognized laws of bygone. Without pro- 
fessing to say who is directly responsible 
for this most unsatisfactory condition of 
things, there need bo no hesitation in as- 
serting that the subject will bo looked 
into when tho Legislature again meets.

State Gliurch. Temperance. 

Tiio various moveuionta and organiza- 
tions in England having for tlioir objoct 
the disUBe of intoxicating beverages have 
biUiorto met witli very little sympathy 
and support at the hands of the Stuto 
Chui-cli. It wiis,thorefore,iv Ktraiige sight 
to see thfi A.rchbishop of Cantorbary pro- 
of England Tomperfince Society," and 
Biding over a tomperauoe meeting held at 
Lambeth Palace on the 18th ult. Tiio 
meeting was lield to inaugurate the 'Church 
among those present worn the l3i»hop of 
Ely, tlio 35i.slu)p of Liolilield, the Kev. 
Lord W. Eiusscll, Sir iluroourt Jcilmstono, 
M. P., Mr.HughBirloy. M. P., the Kov. 
Archdeacon Bandford, Dean Stanley, and 
other distiaguisbed jsentlomen, both cleri- 
cal and lay. Letters were read from a 
number of distiuffuished ijorsoua, exjjros- 
sing sympathy with, and interoat in tlio 
objects of the meoting. TIicmg objoi'ts 
were to conjoin, under the i)re3idoiioy of 
tlio Archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
the "Church of England and Ireland 
Temperanae Beformation Society" and 
the "Manchester, Chester, and Kipon 
Dioceaan Church Tomiierance Society," 
uudoi- tho uiuno of tlio Ciiinvli of Eng- 
land Tompenmoo Socioly, "for the i)ro- 
motioii of haliitH of tenipenuico, for the 
reformation of the iutemperute, and for 
the Tcmoval of the causes which load to 
intomperanco." This organization Bcema 
to di'.Vor somewhat from cognate asBoeia- 
tions ill this particTllar, that it is to bo 
ojjeu to aaaistanco from non-abstainora aa 
well fts Iroai abstiiinor-s. Both aro invited 
to unite in the great -n-ork of toniparance 
reformation in England. For this landi- 
l)lo object tho whole machinery of tho 
Cliureii is to be utilized. The Archbishop 
addressed tho mooting at some length, 
ooncluding his romariis us fi)llows:~"It 
Avas -with no spirit or doiiro to Boparata 
themselves from others that tlii.s mova- 
meut had been commenced, but because 
it was thought that hi ourNatiomil Church 
tho clergy had the best possible means of 
advancing a good national work — not in 
antagonism but in friendly rivalry with 
those beyond the Ch\ircli of England 
communion." Ecsolutions were passed 
conformably with those objects and wero 
supported by able speeches. It was re- 
solved, amongst other things, that a 
guarantee fund to tho amount of ten 
tliousand pounds for live years should bo 
opened. This was carried, and a list of 
donations of one hundred pouml.s and 
les-i was road, after which tho very inter- 
esting and unanimous proceedings wero 
brought to a close. This seems to be 
more practical work than wordy disiju- 
tations about attitudes and vostnient4 and 
{questionable trinkoring at creeds. It is 
to be presumed that Tomporauco will now 
become fashionable in England. Whether 
it will "rob the poor man of hia beer" re- 
mains to bo seen. 

Nearly a Serious Disaster- 

On .Sunday morning last the ship James 
Choston and tho bark Powhattan, laden 
with coal, and towed by Uie Antr/'iniii tug 
Goliah, started from wharf at Nuuiimo. At 
the time of starting the wind was blowing 
very hard from the north and tlie title was 
JJowiiig. 'riioy liad no sooner started than 
the Powdiatt'iu's hawser jjarted. Tho an- 
chor was let go as soon as possible, but 
not before the hark had struck. A few 
seconds later, when tho Goliah and Clies- 
ton wore proooodinpat n thumping rate 
of spped. the :ihip sti'uck on a sandbar 
nud Htoppad short, and away went tho 
namesake of the Phili.stino giant with one 
end of tho tow line. The I'owhattan was 
hedged off the same day. Tlio Chnaton 
was got off oa Monday morning, liaving 
been considerably strained. On AN'cdnos- 
day the Choston sailed from Port Town- 
geud for San Franoisoo. 

"Six SIM, Box!"— The Standard of this 
city, and the Herald and the Otiorduui of 
Now Westminster aro enjoying ii regular 
fchree-handod scrimmage. Tlin S(iiiu!w;t 
and Herald are the Government orgnn- 
griudsrs. The Gmrdian bestrode tho i)o- 
litioal feneefor some time, but having at 
longth spied out tlio nakeduMs of tho 
RCinisterial land, hail gone at the organs 
tooth and nail; and tlie way in which ink 
is lieing .spilt and paper si)(.,iU o!l both 
sides is distrossiiig to bchohl. Oci'upy- 
jiig tho position of nn Jndependont joiir- 
liil Tiiu CUii.oNisT would feel no riioro in- 
<er»isfc in tho battlo (if fairly wagod) than 
jf it \Y<'.?fl a renewal of the ancient KiU- 
keuny cm. eJigagGiiicnf ; or. the tiglit bo- 
tweeii the wouum and tlie bear, in which 
the hiiuliand of tlu) woman, being out of 
harm's way, didn't caro which whipped. 
Wa slioidd likn to see fair phiy, though; 
and two against (Uio isn't fiiir. E<>t the 
HunrilUm and tlio Sliuiilnnl tight it out, 
iind altor the former shall have !;roniid the 
Jattflr to impalpaldo dust, then lot the 
;ie»-aW «ail in. To such an ariungomoiit 
tra would consent with all our ln'urt ; but 
If the ilght is going to be ciinduclod on 
tbe two-against-one principle, then wo 
may an iveU be counted on the weak side. 
''Boo b-o-ij!"

Tlie Royal Coaohmaker. 

Last month His Eoyal Highness tho 
Duke of Edinburgh was formally admit- 
ted a momhor of one of tho most ancient 
Guilds of London— thOj "Coachmakers." 
This company has been nearly two centu- 
ries in existence, haTing recieive'dits char* 
ter from Charles II. in 1677. At the con- 
clusion of installation. His Iloyal High- 
ness Vt'as entertained nt a itately dejunor, 
served in the ancient banipioting hall of 
tho Guild. In proposing tho Duke's health 
tho Master mentioned that it was a mem- 
ber of tho oraf t who was tho meana,.under 
God, of frnstrating the attempt on -the 
Prince's life, in Australia, and that the 
inventor of the lifeboat was also a coach- 
maker. It, tlisrefors gave him particular 
pleasure to wish "Health, long life, and 
liapineas to His lloyal Highne.is the Duke 
of Edinburgh, now a Caachmakeir and a 
Citizen." The Duke acknowledged the 
compliment in the following words: - 

"I thank you heartily for the kind way in 
which you have received ths toast of my 
licaltii. It has afforded mo very groat 
pleasuro to bo present on this occasion, 
and to have been enrolled as a momber of 
this Company. I am al.';o very glad to 
have this opportunity of acknowledging 
hero, among tho members of this Compa- 
ny, tho debt of gratitude I owe to a mem- 
ber of your craft for tho service ho ren- 
dered mo in .'^.ustralia. To me it is quite 
new to hoar tliat it was a coachinaker who 
invented the lifeboat ; but I, as a sailor, 
cannot but bo dooiily grateful to tho craft 
for the invention of a boat which has sav- 
ed BO many lives, especially on this coast, 
and which has never been called into more 
requisition, unhappily, than in the present 
year." • 

A Dry Dock at Nauaimo- 

W'hile tho junior member for Victoria 
City is at Ottawa ugilating for bettor 
Terms with respect to a Dry Dock at 
Esquimau, tho Nanaimoites are arrang- 
ing a scheme for tho construction of a 
dock at that place. A capital of 8100,000 
(1000 shares of SlOO each), will bo sub- 
scribed in England and at Nanaimo, and 
as tho Black Diamond town otTers great 
natural advantagea for a dock, there is 
little doubt that tho project will bo suc- 
cessfully floated. Esquimau and Victoria, 
almost without raising a disapproving 
voice, allowed their dock to be sacri- 
ficed on tho altar (jf buneoiiib, and they 
cannot now grumble if tho enterprise of 
tho Nanaimoites succeeds in carrying off 
the prize.

Weatlier. 

Il'roni tho Quobee Mercury. February 13.] 
To people living at a distance, tho daily 
ex])erienco of a cold 10 dog. or 15 deg. 
below zero (or the degree of Pahronheit) , 
seems a dreadful tribulation. Wo may 
note, however, that the almosphoro here 
inland is so dry that thi.s temperaturo is 
not alone endurable and as jdeasant as any 
season in the year, but, esjioeially when 
there is no wind, is far more liearablo, and 
in fact agreeable, than 40 or 50 dog. high- 
er feels with a raw east wind in autumn. 
In jiroof of this we have but to say that 
with bright suushiue and oven a moderate 
wind, tho city matrons, bsiuix and bollos 
never think of missing their ilaiiy prom- 
oiuule simply bocau.so tho thermometer 
mai kn, as to tlay, 10 deg. below zero, and 
wo iiavo met the haiulsomest and mo.st 
dolicato womo'ii out and far from homo 
when tho mercury has been 80 deg. below 
zero. Then, in sunny spots, or those 
shaded from tho wind, puny and even 
delicate children of five years old will, as 
we have seen to-day and every day, spend 
their morning and afternoon out on tho 
snow, sliiling, shoveling, or building cas- 
tles aud houses, with no extra clothing 
on them beyond what they wear indoors, 
nave a light fur cap, -woolen blouse, oae 
liair of oversocks, rubber shoea and mits.
